Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  spoke  of  the  necessity  of 
supporting  policies  for  hlgher  éduca¬ 
tion  in  order  to  retain  well-quallfied 
teachers  and  to  obtain  new  teachers 
with  the  best  qualifications. 

.  He  also  asked  for  support  of  the 
six-point  program  that  has  been 
outlined  by  the  Knlghts  of  the  Hick- 
ory  Stick  and  the  county  superin- 
tendents. 

Mr.  Hugh  Graham  of  Trenton, 
superintendent  of  Grundy  county 
and  president  of  the  County  Super- 
intendents’  Association,  also  spoke 
for  better  qualified  teachers.  Mr. 
Cari  Miles,  Gilman  City,  president 
of  the  Knlghts  of  the  Hickory  Stick, 
presented  that  organization's  educa¬ 
tional  program.  Mr.  Emmett  Bart- 
ram,  secretary  of  the  Mary  ville 
school  board,  spoke  about  the  supply 
of  teachers  in  relation  to  salaries 
and  taxation  problems  of  local 
boards. 

At  the  luncheon,  speaking  infor- 
mally,  Mr.  üel  W.  Lamkin,  president 
emeritus  of  the  College,  suggested  a 
three  point  program  in  which  the 
county  superintendent  would  be 
chosen  by  a  county  board  of  éduca¬ 
tion;  local  school  districts  should 
carry  a  gre'ater  part  of  the  cost  of 
public  schools;  and  careful  consid¬ 
ération  should  be  given  the  adéquate 
support  and  service  of  existing  higli- 
cr  educational  institutions  'before 
appropriatlng  statc  funds  for  new 
area  schools.

It  Is  timely  that  we  should  pay 
trlbute  to  ■  that  great  American, 
Woodrow  Wilson,  not  only  becnusc 
his  birthdav  was  In  December,  but 
also  because  we  are  again  in  the 
midst  of  a  period  when  we  are  des- 
perately  im  neocl  of  some  kind  of 
world  government  which  will  insure 
a  lasting  peace. 

Wilson  'was  n  man  with  a  noble  _ 
vision  who  worked  persistcntly  fOT 
what  he  believed  was  the  answer  to 
the  problem  of-  an  internationai  Sys¬ 
tem  whioh  would-  bring  ponce  and 
justice  to  everv  nation,  ircgardless  of 
its  size  or  strength.  Ho .  was  born 
December  '28,  1850.  In  the  year  1870, 
he  was  graduated  from  Princeton, 
nnd  in  1883-  he  began  postgrnduate 
study  at  Johns  Hopkins.  As-  a  stu- 
dent  and  as  an^educator  he  showed 
profound  interest  in  political  science 
— he  talked,  wrote,  and  taught  it. 

Two  vears  after  he  was  elected 
president,  war  broke  out  in  Europe. 
Wilson  was  determined  to  remain 
aloof,  and  for  three  years  the  United 
States  avoided  war.  Never,  since 
Abraham  Lincoln’s  time,  had  such  a 
peace-loving  man  had  to  face  such 
stupendous  probloms. 

The  most  notable  bf  his  speeches 
on  world  peace  was  that  In  which  he 
stated  his  famous  “Fourteen  Points.” 
Tliey  were  to  be  the  basis  for  the 
League  of  Nations  which  he  thought 
would  bring  about  an  understanding 
between  countries  and  end  wars  and 
misunderstandings.  He  worked  with 
the  Paris  Peace  conférence,  person- 
ally,  endeavoring  to  make  his  Four- 
teen  Points  a  part  of  the  treaty,  and 
finnlly  obtained  the  approval  of  the 
other  nations.  He  returned  to  the 
United  States  where  he  met  bitter. 
opposition  in  Washington.  He  had 
faith  in  the-judgment  of  the  masses, 
once  they  had  the  facts,  so  he  tour- 
ed  the  country  where  he  urged  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  treaty.  While  he  was 
away  from  Washington  he  became 
ill  and  had  to  return  home.  The 
United  States  then  did  not  accept 
the  League  of  Nations,  and  there 
has  been  another  war.  It  was  a  cost- 
ly  war,  both  in  lives  and  in  money. 

Our  leaders  are  again  trying  to 
find  some  sort  of  agreement  by 
which  a  peaceful  attitude  will  exist 
between  countries.  The  ape  has  no 
cultural  héritage  fa-om  which  to 
draw.  If  we  are  superior  to  the  ape 
we  will  heed  what  we  hâve  learn- 
ed  through  past  expériences.  Was 
ail  of  Wilson’s  work  in  vain?  It  has 
seemed  as  if  it  was,  but  need  we  let 
such  an  international  disaster  as  a 
third  World  War  take  place?  Not  if 
we  become  acquainted  with  the 
facts  and  act  accordingly.  We  hâve 
the  Paris  Conférence,  and  we  know 
what  to  avoid;  so  let  us  not  make 
the  same  mistakes  that  we  did  after 
the  last  war.

The  living  quarters  of  ants  are 
sometimes  quite  elaborate,  and  they 
hâve  many  system^  of  tunnels  and 
hâve  many  gàlleries  and  chambers 
whioh  are  used  as  nurseries  and 
storehouses. 


The  subterranean  life  which  ants 
live  has  definlte  advantages.  They 
are  able  to  live  deep  enough  in  the 
ground  so  that  they  are  free  from 
daily  and  se'osonal  changes  in  tem¬ 
pérature.  This  life  in  the  ground  also 
furnlshes  protection  from  birds  and 
other  enemies,  and  thus,  instead  of 
living  only  a  few  months  as  many  of 
the  insecte  do,  they  are  able  to  hâve 
a  life  expectancy  of  a  decade  or  so. 

Many  other  animais  besidçs  ants 
live  In.ant  gallerlps;  ants  hâve 
domestlcated  animais  much  as  man 
has,  for  instance,  the .  cornroob 
aphicjes';  which  live  in  the  apt'colony, 
feed  upon  jiiJcès  of  tendër  rqots,  and 
they  excrqté,'  as  a  bÿ-product,  drpps 
of  swept  flii.ld,  knowii  os  Koneydew, 
which  thé  ants  feçd  upon  with  rellsli, 
The  aphUjes  in  tpm  aré  pvotectéd  bÿ' 
the'  antsf  from.  tja'eir  ‘enèmles  and  act 
as  "ant  cows.”

George  Frederick  Handel  compos- 
ed  the  “Messiah"  ln  a  period  of 
twenty-four  days,  during  which 
time  he  seemingly  wrote  Avith  divine 
inspiration,  A.  friend  of  Handel’s 
brought  choice  bits  of  scripture  on 
prophecy,  life,  death,  and  résurrec¬ 
tion  of  the  Messiah  which  material 
lnspired  Handel  to  Write  what  is 
considered  by  many  to  be  the  great- 
est  of  oratorios.  The  “Messiah”  Avas 
flrst  performed  in  April,  1742,  In 
Dublin,  Ireland,  where  Handel  had 
gone  to  conduct  personally  a  sériés 
of  opéras  and  orchestral  works.  It 
was  immediately  successful,  and, 
beginnlng  in  March,  1743,  Handel 
performed  it  every  year  in  London, 
and  always  for  the  benefit  of  some 
charitable  organizatlon. 

The  Oratorio  ls  divided  into  three 
parts:  the  prophecy  and  blrth  of  the 
gaviour,  the  passion  and  crucifixion, 
and  a  statement  of  the  fundamental 
doctrine  of  Chrlstianity— the  hope 
for  life  eternal. 

The  tradition  of  standing  during 
the  stirring  Hallelujah  chorus,  ob- 
servçd  last  night  by  the  audience, 
began  at  the  flrst  London  perform¬ 
ance  when  the  king  and  the  aud¬ 
ience  arose  in  récognition  of  Its 
beauty  and  majesty.
